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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1, 2, 9 and 10 are canceled. 

Claims 22, 4, 5, 12, 13, 15 and 20 are amended. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 3, 6, 13-16 and 18-22 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

- In line 4 of claim 3, "its" - is not clear. 

- In line 2 of claim 6, "the other conical surface" - is not clear. 

- In line 3 of claim 1 3, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 2 of claim 14, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In lines 2 and 4 of claim 1 5, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 3 of claim 1 6, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 2 of claim 18, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 2 of claim 1 9, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 3 of claim 20, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 

- In line 2 of claim 21 , "another free wheel" - is not clear. 

- In line 1 7 and 1 8 of claim 22, "the other screw part" - is not clear. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 10, 13 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

- Claim 3 depends on the canceled claim 2. 

- Claim 10 depends on the canceled claim 10. 

- Claim 13 depends on the canceled claim 2, 

- In line 1 7 of claim 22, "the second stop" - is not clear if the applicant is 
referring it as the second stop position or something else. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 3-8, 11-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Blosch et al. (US 6,012,556) in view of Gordon et al. (US 5,086,884). 

Regarding claims 3-8, 11-19 and 22, Blosch discloses a brake application 
system (fig. 1) comprising: a wear adjuster (48 and 50), a spindle (56), spindle drive 
(58), a nut (60), an actuating device (20), motor (22 and 50), gear-wheel gear (52) and a 
gear segment (28). 

Blosch does not disclose the clutch in the actuation mechanism of the brake, but 
Gordon provides this well know alternative mechanism in the area of elements (62, 66, 
68, 69). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have substituted (adapted) this actuating device for the one of 
Blosch at (56 and 60) since such a modification would merely amount to the substitution 
of one well know type of actuating mechanism for another dependent upon the 
particular application for the brake. 

Claims 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Blosch et al. (US 6,012,556) in view of Gordon et al. (US 5,086,884) as applied to 
claims 3-8, 11-19 and 22 above, and further in view of Akamatsu et al. (US 5,799,757). 

Regarding claims 20 and 21 , Blosch discloses all claimed elements as set forth 
above, but fails to disclose a spring free wheel. However, Akamatsu discloses a brake 
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device (fig. 2) with a free wheel spring clutch arrangement at (16 or 30, 31). Note the 
two motors at (1 1 ) and (1 9) (which control the function of the spring). Such a 
motor/gear/wear adjuster arrangement could be substituted for the same arrangement 
in a device as Blosch, as the replacement of one well known actuating mechanism for 
another.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3-8 and 1 1-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
